U. of S. C. Increases
Summer Enrollment

University of Southern Califor-
nia, Aug. 26.—Summer student en-
rollment at the University of
Southern California shows an in-
crease of 249, this year over last
year, or a total of 4,974 during 1927
against 4,004 of 1926. The early
8-weeks session, which opened
June 13, shows 449 registrations;
the 6-weeks session, opening June
27, had an enrollment of 2,520; the
lite-summer Post session, which
opened August 8, records 984 regis-
trations. The Summer Quarter of
the Trojan Law School was at-
tended by 148 students, while Uni-
versity College the evening branch,
reports 878 in the Summer Quarter.
